g oing to the P hilippines, but w hen 
I g ot to Jefferson 
B arracks 
the 
four com panies of the 
S ix teenth 
reg im ent w ere full, so I was sent 
to the E le ve nth in P orto R ico. 
W e left Jefferson B arracks on 
M onda y , M a y loth , a nd arrived at 
F ort H a m ilton, L ong Island, M ay 
13th. 
H ere 
w e 
stay ed 
for 
ten 
day s, w a iting for a transp ort. 
W h ile 
here 
I 
visited 
C oney 
Island and saw Fitzsimmons* home 
a nd the pony he used in training . 
W e w ere in sig ht of the B rookly n 
bridg e and the statue of L iberty 
for ten day s, w h e n we 
steam ed 
across N e w Y ork harbor to B rook­ 
ly n pier and w e nt on board the 
transp ort B uford. 
W e passed the 
B attleship O reg on in N e w Y ork 
harbor. 
W e arrived at S an Jua n. 
Porto R ico, M a y 24th, and w ent 
up to old M oro Castle, now the 
E leve nth headquarters. W e stay ed 
here only a few day s, w h en w e 
w ere assig ned to our com panies, s:

death after both food and clothing 
had come. 
T h e y are an ig norant class of 
people, y ou m ig h t say alm ost sav­ 
ag es, but not deg raded.

very treacherous, as some of the 
India n blood still flows 
throug h 
their veins. 
T h e y bujld their little huts as 
the real P ow h a tta n tribe did a h un­ 
dred y ears ag o in A m erica, 
T h e ir 
houoes are built of cocoa bark, cov­ 
ered w ith cocoa leaves. 
N o furni­ 
ture decorates the hut at all— noth ­ 
ing but a sw ing ing ham m ock. 
It 
is a curiosity to see these people 
a nd note how th e y live and w h a t 
their reg ular diet consists of. 
It 
is com posed of sand crabs and fish, 
after keep ing th em tw o or three 
day s, until they are tainted.

y ears. 
T h e y seem perfectly h a p p y 
loung ing around and nearly alw ay s 
h um m ing a song .

corpse to the cem etery as soon as 
dead and let it lay a specified time,

T h e n all present turn their backs, 
g et a handful of dirt, kiss it, and
